on the subject of the supply of dried leaves from 
Johore, I have a further report as follows: 

The Chinese man who will undertake the collection 
gives me the enclosed samples of two further kinds 
of leaves, which I have laoelled C i B. 

C is the Jack fru it. The leaves vary in size 
as indicated and to some extent in substance. They 
have a good tip which is usually intact on drying. 

D is a w ild Gamble r, The leaves are broad, but 
of a good substance and surface. The two sample 
leaves indicate the range of size; the most common leaves 
would probably be intermediate between the two. 

It is not possible to obtain 5 cwts o> dried 
leaves of either of these. But if a quantity of both 
or of one of them, could be included with the wild 
fig leaves (your sample A) it. would greatly facilitate 
collecting and the order could be completed more 
expeditious]y. In collecting, the var ous kinds of 
leaves would of course be kept separate.

On receipt of your letter I made enquiries in 
Johore, and nave now arranged for the collection of 
your requirements of leaves and CIud moss. 

The leaves supplied last year as -k&u were, as you 
remark, of two kinds. Your specimen in envelop A is 
a kind of wild fig, the true Fakau being in envelop E. 
Apparently the Chinese collector thought the fig leaves 
were better than the ’Rakau, and he also found them 
more easily accessible. There are a number of trees 
of this kind in the same neighbourhood, and the man thinks 
he can collect 5 cwt more for you. He will do his oest 
to collect leaves of about the size of your sample. 

If the supply of wild fig leaves is inadequate, Bakau 
leaves will be added to complete the quantity required. 

The fig is actually a rather rare and botanically 
little known species. 

Our wet season is now in progress, which makes 
collection and drying of leaves difficult. The collector 
doubts whether it will be possible to make a despatch 
before the end of January. The rainy weatner usually 
ceases some time in January.

Dear Strugnell, 

We have been approached by the management of the 
British Legion Poppy Factory at Richmond on the subject 
of possible supply of leaves suitable for wreaths from 
Malaya. They particularly require an Empire substitute 
for the Italian Magnolia leaves which they now use for 
11 laurel” wreaths. These leaves are thick in texture* 
strong, glossy* and of a good shape. It Is impossible 
to obtain similar leaves in Great Britain, and an enquiry 
is being made for possiole sources of supply elsewhere 
in the Empire. When Major Howson, head of the Factory, 
visited here some time ago, he selected a small leaf of 
Artocarpus lanceaefolia as being very suitable for his 

- purpose. I enclose one of about the right size; some 

are too big. If a suitable leaf could be found, it 
would be required in the amount of a few hundredweights 
of dry leaves per annum. 

There is no adequate supply of Keledang leaves 
in Singapore, and I am writing to ask if you know of 
anywhere they could be obtained, or of any other leaf 
which might be suitable. We have sent samples of 
CalophyHum inophyllum , which seems the most likely of 
leaves obtainable here. I have examined Artocarpus 
integrifolia , which would be about the right size, but

By the parcel mail leaving today I am sending 
you samples of two Grinds of leaves which may be useful 
for wreaths* 

1 ) Bakau (botanical name Rhizophor a, a mangrove tree). 
These are the smaller leaves. When fresh they looked 
very promising, but I fear they are too brittle when 
dry. They can be obtained in large quantities. 

2) Agro stistachys . This as a common small forest 
shrub, and I think it would be possible to secure a 
fair supply of leaves. The leaves are a peculiar long 
shape, but they have a remarkable toughness which possibly 
may make them useful. If you do not want to use the 
whole length of the leaves, they can easily be cut short. 

I think that the Oalophyllum leaves previously 
sent to you by Mr.Corner (your letter no.GH/SF /555 refers) 
are the most likely of any obtainable here to be useful. 

I am asking one of the Forest officers whether 
he can suggest a forest tree which would be suitable, 
and I hope to report again later.

In reply to your letter by air-mail , I wish 
to say that we shall be able to send you 1 cwt . of 
the club-moss , to arrive in England early in October. 

I have spoken to the Manager for the Borneo 
Company Ltd. who has kindly undertaken to collect and 
ship the material. The cluo-moss will be collected in 
J ohore• 

As regards the palm-leaf, there is some 
difficulty. The leaves must be kept flat in the 
initial stages of drying and we have not the immediate 
facility for dealing with such a large quantity. I 
am, however, experimenting to find the most expeditionary 
method and I hope to be able to collect the material at 
an early date. 

The specimen-leaf, gathered in Singapore, which 
you enclose is the leaf of a wild species of bread-fruit 
( Artocarpus 1anceo la tus ). We have several trees in the 
Gardens, and it is not uncommon in the forest, but it is a 
large tree and somewhat inaccessible. However, T shall mak< 
enquiries concerning it in Johore, where we are most likely 
to abtain large quantities. If we can give the order to a 
malay, with a month or two in which to collect&the material 
it should be obtainable.

the plants Grevillea robusta and Cycas revoluta l- 
Grevillea robu sta is grown successfully 
in Malaya only in the mountains e.g* at Eraser's 
Hill where it has oeen planted in fair quantity. 
The few trees in the Singapore Botanic Gardens 
fre poor specimens. It is a native of Australia, 
C ycas revolut a : is a native of Japan and I do 
nou know of any plants in Malaya. Cycas rarely 
succeeds in cultivation in Malaya on account of 
caterpillars eating the young leaves. 

If, I venture to suggest, your enquiries 
arose from the British Legion Po*>py Factory Ltd., 
Colonel Kowson called in person at the Garden 5 
last week and I discussed the matter with him. 
There is no possibility of obtaining the Cycas 
leaves in Malaya. The present stock of Grevillea 
robus ta is certainly insufficient to supply dried 

leaves in commercial quantity and I doubt if it is

worth developing in this connection considering the 
very large size (.10.0 1 high) and rapid growth of 
this species in Australia where it is native and 
readily obtainable.

THE 


The objects for which the Field of Remembrance has been established by the Poppy Fact 
are :—(1) To honour and meditate upon the memory of the Fallen by planting a Cross or Popj 
(2) To provide a means whereby relatives of the Fallen can express their remembrance at a sn 
cost; (3) To help by the sale of poppies and crosses the badly war disabled men working in ^ 
Poppy Factory ; (4) To help distressed ex-service men and their dependents throughout the com. 
by augmenting the Funds of the British Legion Relief Department. In the Field of Eemembrar 
in 1928 two crosses only were placed. One was " In Memory of Private Tommy Atkins ” and t 
other “ In Memory of Field-Marshal Earl Haig.’ 

Every year since the inauguration an increasing number of people visit the Field to remerr 
the sacrifices made during the war and many of these like to remember both the individual and t 
Regiment in whose ranks he served, and therefore a memorial plot is arranged for each Regime] 

The planning of the largest part of the Field has been based on the map of the United Kingdi 
in order to facilitate the placing of the Crosses j 

Last year several groups of those who served together and also representatives of organisatw 
met at the Field of Remembrance and stood together in silence for a few moments to remember tl 
Fallen Comrades. Arrangements for a convenient time can be made if desired, so that this corpoi 
act of remembrance can be made without overcrowding. ? 

Opportunity has been provided for various associations, such as the “ Old Contempts s " t 
British Red Cross Society and the Scouts to remember their Fallen. The Memorial to Lord' Ha 
and those who have died in the service of the Empire since the war will be found on the left of the n 
entrance. 

In the centre of the large Poppy Cross in the middle of the Field is placed a genuine Cross fi 
the grave of an unknown British soldier in France. The space round this Cross will be reserved 
Crosses placed in memory of unknown soldiers. By arrangement with the Imperial War Graves Co 
mission these Remembrance Crosses will be replaced on the graves of unknown soldiers in Frar 
Other Crosses after being removed from the Field are placed in the precincts of the Abbey for sou 
months ; they are then burnt and the ashes scattered on the graves in France 

A Crown of Poppies has been placed at the foot of the Cross shewing where the Crosses of I 
Majesty the Queen and other members of the Royal Family have been placed. Here also is the Poj 
planted by H.R.H. The Prince of Wales in the hope that all who could would follow his example. 

You are asked to remember that Canon Carnegie has most kindly allowed the planting of the Fi 
of Remembrance on what is the old grave-yard of St. Margaret’s Church. He requests everyone 
keep off the grass as much as possible and to remember that this is consecrated ground. 

It is moving and inspiring to see men, women and children planting their Crosses cr Popj 
in this hallowed lawn nestling in the shadow of the historic Abbey. The Fallen have been remembf 
by Fields of Remembrance throughout the Empire and it is hoped that every town and village 
remember their Fallen so that not one of the million dead will be forgotten. 

Every evening the Field will be illuminated by searchlights.

their wives. It is managed by the men's own committee 
and is most successful. Billiard, dart and bowling 
competitions are held, and prizes are 
given for the best gardens. The 
children have their “ Haig’s Own ” 
Boy Scout Corps, and Lady Haig’s 
Girl Guides Corps, for which a 
large room in the club, fitted with 
ultra-violet ray glass, has been allotted.- 

Altogether, the British ’ Legion 
Poppy Factory and its associated in¬ 
terests are a brilliant achievesnent, 
particularly when one realises that 
none of these disabled men knew 
anything of the trades they were to 
follow, and that a start was made with 
only five men in a tiny room. It 
says much for the ability, not to men¬ 
tion the great generosity of Major G. 
Howson, the originator of the factory 
and the present chairman of the 6r~ 
ganisation, who is the “ power behind 
the throne.” The factory owes much 
to him. He is keenly interested in its 
welfare, and he is there three days 
every week. His work in this sphere is, and always has 
been, of course, entirely voluntary.

In connection with the factory, 
there is a housing estate, consisting 
>f blocks of fiats with gardens, on 
which 68 men and their families— 
320 men, women and children—are 
housed. There is also a Social Club, 
for the welfare of the disabled men and 
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Earl Haig’s Own ” Wolf Cubs in their “ lair ”—the room in which Lord Haig made his last speech. 


In the making of poppy wreaths 
too the factory has made great pro¬ 
gress, and these can be obtained 
through their wreath department at 
26 Eccleston Square, S.W.i, par¬ 
ticular attention being drawn to those 
incorporating regimental crests in ar¬ 
tificial flowers, which the factory 
readily make to order. Quite a num¬ 
ber of these wreaths are now r made 
with British-grown leaves, preserved 
in the factory, the problems of pre 
servation and painting having nov 
been solved.
